At a time when Wostern Canada is looking around for more sources 
of revenue to boost dwindling governmental treasuries and ‘to augment the 
supply of coin for private and corporate purses, it might be appropriate to 
give some serious consideration to the advisability of devising methods to 
develop tourist traffic to a greater extent than has been achieved to date. 

Insofar as increased tourist trade has an effect on governmental rev- 
enues is concerned it might be argued that comparatively little of the 
money brought into the country by motorist visitors’ from south of the 
international boundary is contributed directly to the provincial governments. 
This is true, of course, but it is also true that the money expended by tour- 
ists in the purchase of commodities and services while they are-here makes 
it easter for the residents of the country to pay taxes and imposts levied 
by all classes of governments, federal, provincial and municipal, and to the 
extent that it does so, assists in boosting the revenues of these governments. 
So that not only those who have commodities and services to sell to tourists 
benefit by the money that they spend in the country, but it is advantageous 
to all the taxpayers.

So Easily Conquered 

A. T. Steele, Tokyo correspondent 
of the Chicago Daily News, reports 
that the Japanese army has come to 
the realization that it can never 
hope to conquer China by swallow: 
ing it. Old China, with its vast area 
and its 400,000,000 inhabitants, is 
too big a mouthful even for the 
“ever victorious’ army of the Mi- 
kado, military men here are ready 
to confess. 

This realization, coupled with the 
urgent necessity of stabilizing . the 
chaotic conditions in the conquered 
territory, is responsible for the new 
turn in Japan's continental policy 
From now on there will be less em- 
phasis on military violence and more 
emphasis on economic strangulation 
and political skulduggery in 
Japanese efforts to bring the Chinese 
government to its knees 

To the Japanese militafy mind the 
amazing thing about the Chinese is 
that “they don’t seem to know when 
they are licked.” By all the rules of 
modern warfare when a nation has 
suffered a series of crushing military 
defeats and has lost its richest ter- 
ritories and its greatest cities it 
should be in a mood to say “uncle”. 
But not the Chinese. Like the sands 
on a beach they yield to a blow but 
still hang together. 

In eight months of warfare the 
Japanese have not won a single out- 
standing Chinese leader to 
cause. 
in China are still in the camp of 
Chiang. The venerable old gentle- 
men who are running the affairs of 
the Peking provisional government, 
with Japanese help, cannot by any 
stretch of the imagination be called 
a representative group of leaders. 
Their influence is negligible. 

One of the most serious miscalcu- 
lations of the Japanese army was its 
failure to take seriously the wave of 
nationalism which has swept the 
country during the last 10 years. The 
Japanese believed that the new 
patriotism was only skin deep and 
that at heart the men in power in 
China were still motivated chiefly by 
greed for money and influence. They 
had failed to take into account the 
development ' of a. powerful and 
‘united public opinion among the na-

Anti-Alroraft Guns To Protect The 


Shores Of Pngtand 
Great Britain is developing a de- 


fence. against air raids—including 
one of the deadliest anti-aircraft 
guns ever developed—which will 


make an attack on her a win or lose 
all gamble for eriemy airmen. The 
defence network is designed to pro- 
tect the east and southeast coasts 
and the backbone of it is the new 
gun, which has been developed in 
various sizes 


This gun can be dismounted and

They would receive instruction in 
air raid precaution duties, aircraft 
engineering and meteorology. After 
one or two years of this training the 
boys would learn to fly under the 
tutelage of experienced. pilots. There- 
after they would join the Royal Air 
Force or an auxiliary air force.

In pursuance of his plan to com- 
bat juvenile delinquency, Sir Samuel 
Hoare, British Home Secretary, plans 
to establish in Suffolk a-Borstal “uni- 
versity" with five “colleges” spaced 
over 1,300 acres of agricultural land. 

The Borstal system takes its name 
from the village of Borstal in Kent, 
where in the middle of the nineteenth 
century reformatory experiments 
were carried out in an old convict 
prison on boys bettween the ages of 
16 and 21. 

Sir Samuel_in the House of Com- 
mons said it had been found, during 
efforts to increase self-reliance and 4 
feeling of responsibility in” Borstal 
boys there was more success if they 
were dealt with in small groups. 

The “university, which will be at 
Hollesiey Bay, where what used to 
be a London County Council centre 
for unemployed has been taken over, 
is’ to have no high walls around the 
grounds but will be left open to the 
general country. The “pupils” will 
get just what the Home Secretary 
says they need—a lot of exercise, a 
lot of work.and not too strict super- 
vision. The five colleges will accom- 
modate 300 boys. 

Children from “broken homes” are 
to be boarded out with foster parents 
instead of being sent to an institu- 
tion.

Zealand's Health And Super- 
annuation Pla 

The New Zealand government's 

health and 

superannuation scheme has been out- 

jlined by Prime Minister Michael 

Savage. 

The superarhuation benefit under 
the plan -will be 30 shillings ($6) 
weekly payable to men and women 
at the age of 60, including both hus- 
band and wife. An income from 
other sources of £1 a week will be 
allowed. 

The plan -ineludes universal free 
medical and hospital services, main- 
tenance payment for unemployed, in- 
creases in miners’, widows’, war vet- 
erans’ and invalidity pensions and in 
family allowances; the institution 
of incapacity benefits and of orphans’ 
pensions. 

The present emergency unemploy- 
ment wages tax of eight pence in the 
pound will be abolished and will be 
replaced by ‘a social service charge 
of one shilling in the pound which 
the government will subsidize pound 
for pound. The proposed scheme will 
commence April 1, 1939.

Climbing plants. or vines play an 
important part in any scheme of 
landscape ee adding a finish- 
ing touch to wall, fence or verandah 
that is not possible by any other 
means. There is a mistaken idea 
that such plants may be harmful to 
brick or stone wotk. Aside from the 
fact that climbers add a little trouble 
to the job of painting the wood work 
around doors and windows, authori- 
ties claim that there are no harmful 
effects whatever but, on the other 
hand, there are several substantial 
advantages. 

A house with the walls well 
screened is much cooler in the hot 
weather for the simple reason that 
sun does not reach heat absorbing 
brick or stone. As for verandahs, 
the advantage in shade, coolness and 
privacy of such natural screens is 
too obvious to need detailed explana- 
tion. 


There are. many types of both 
quick-growing annuals or perennials, 
among themn ones -hardy enough for 
most sections of this province. 

The gardener with only a little 
land to spare should concentrate on 
those vegetables. which give the big- 
gest returns for the smallest space 
occupied.

There would be more banks than grocery stores all over 
Canada if hanks could perform the miracle of “creating” 
_the means of payment out of nothing. ’ 


It is easy to confuse these two things: 

(a) The business of commercial banking, and 

(b) Control of a nation’s monetary system. 
Commercial banking has to do with the safe-keeping and 


lending of money and credit. 


Control of a monetary system is-a-matter of national, 


governmental policy. 


Chartered banks finance production and commerce. 


Monetary policy in an 
national government itself, 
central bank, 


country is a matter for the

The Dominion Parliament established Canada’s central 
bank in 1934 — the Bank of Canada. Its-purpose was de-. 
clared by Parliament in the wery first paragraph of the Act 


of Incorporation, as follows:

“To regulate credit and currency in the best interests af 
the nation, to control and protect the 


external value of the national monetary unit and to miti- 
oote by its influence fluctuations. in the general 
vel of luction, trade, prices and employment so far 


as may 


possible within the scope of monetary ac 


and generally to promote the economic and 


welfare of the Dominion.” 


It is for governmerits alone 
to determine a nation’s mone- 
tary policy. Differing conditions 
of debt and trade may’ make 
what is wise for one country 
unwise for another. 

Printing “tickets” — as cur- 
rency has been called in some 
sections ——~ entirely out of step 
with aimee would make 
everything you buy cost you 
more. A Canadian woman living 
in Germany during that coun- 
try’s inflation. in 1923 had to 
pay 65,000,000 marks for an 
overcoat, and later 1,000,000,- 
000 marks for a postage stamp! 

The business of commercial 
banking is something to be con- 
sidered by itself, apart. from 
central banking. 

A commercial bank takes de- 
posits. There are two kinds of 
them. For convenience, call 
them “savings” and “current”. 
Say you are a workman, or a 
farmer. After you've paid your 
living costs out of your wage, 
or out of the proceeds of your 
crop, you have some dollars 
left over. Because you do not 
want to - wiry them at once you 
deposit them in a savings ac- 
count. 

That is a savings deposit. 

As distinguished from this is 
the “current” aceount, Say you 
are a merchant. "You have ex- 
penses to meet day by day and 
therefore always carry a bal- 
ance in an account against 
which you issue cheques for 
your business needs, 

That is a current account. 

Let us say you have $100 in 
that account and you need 
$1,000 to meet some Lills. You 
borrow it from the bank. 

You give the manager your 
note and he places $1,000 to 
your credit aa a deposit in your 


current account. Immediately 
your balance goes up to $1,100 
—$1,000 of it being derived 
directly from a loan, 

It is unlike a sav deposit 
in this respect: Yow ore to 
y soe it at ance. You imme- 

iately issue cheques against it. 
You borrowed money for 
business purposes, prepared to 
pay interest because the trans- 
action was a profitable one to 
yom, Soon most of the thousand 
1as been paid out. 

For most of the rest of the 
term of the loan your deposit is 
at its lowest. Then, before your 
note is due, you gather mone 
to repay. Up goes your deposit 
to its peak again. ge 

Then you repay. Your deposit 
abruptly oo back to hap tone 
original $100—plus the profit 
you have made, by the use of 
the borrowed money, 

No mattér whether bank de- 
posits are savings or current, 
your bank must keep on hand 


‘cash reserves adequate to meet 


any demands from day to day. 

When its loans are increased, 
not only is more cash paid out— 
as was the case with your $1,000 
loan; but your bank's cash re- 
serves also become lower in 
proportion to total deposits. 

A bank must not unduly ex- 
pand its lending operations, for 
then its cash will fall below the 
proportion which experience has 
shown to be necessary to meet 
the day-to-day demands of de- 
positors. This very fact serves 
as an automatic check
